The School Committee, in compliance with the law, respectfully 
submits the following report: 


District No. 1. 


Summer term; teacher, Miss Nellie A. Shottenkirk. Wages 
per month, $26; length of school, 12 weeks; nnmber of pupils, 32, 
average attendance, 21. Various causes prevented a full attend- 
ance during the last few weeks of the term. Improvement, how- 
ever, was noticed, especially in reading. The practice of giving 
the youngest: pupils plenty of time for recreation, when not car- 
ried to excess, is approved. | ; 

Winter term; teacher, Miss Mary H. Batchelder. Wages per 
month, $30; length of school, 9 weeks; number of pupils, 39, 
average attendance, 31. Good order and a decided improvement 
in all the branches taught, were noticed. 


Districr No. 2. 


Teacher, Miss Dora P. Clay. Wages per month, $28; length 
of school, 13 weeks; number of pupils, 23; average attendance, 
18. Miss Clay has few equals as a teacher. , 


District No. 3. 


Summer term; teacher, Miss M. Alice Crane. Wages per 
month, $20; length of school, 9 weeks; number of pupils, 25, 
average attendance, 21. 

Winter term; same teacher. Wages per month, $24; length of 
school, 14 weeks ; number of pupils, 26; average attendance, 214

Winter term; teacher, Miss Sadie M. Mathews. Wages per 
month, $14, exclusive of board; length of school, 8 weeks; num- 
ber of pupils, 22; average attendance, 19. Both teachers labored 
earnestly, but attendance was so tardy and irregular that the best 
results could not be expected. | 


District No. 6. 


Summer term; teacher, Miss Abbie J. Putnam. Wages per 
month, $20; length of school, 9 weeks; number of pupils, 21; 
average attendance, 19. 

Winter term; same teacher. Wages per month, $22; length of 
school, 8 weeks; number of pupils, 23; average attendance, 204. 
The school was so satisfactory that it was followed by a private 
school, by the same teacher. 


Distrricr No. 7. 


Summer term; teacher, Miss Lizzie M. Sawyer, Wages per 
month, $20; length of school, 7 weeks; number of pupils, 10 ; 
average attendance, 8. The attendance at the close was so smal 
that it was difficult to judge of the success of the school. 

Winter term; teacher, Miss Emma E. Neal. Wages per month, 
$20; length of school, 9 weeks; number of pupils, 11; average 
attendance, 8. Good progress was made in the various studies 
pursued. 


Disrricr No. 8. 


Summer term; teacher, Miss Mary H. Batchelder. Wages per 
month, $16, exclusive of board; length of school, 10 weeks; num- 
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ber of pupils, 14; average attendanee, 13. The school was a de- 
cided success. . 

Winter term; teacher, Mr. Charles R. Rowe. Wages per 
month, $25; length of school, 11 weeks; number of pupils, 22; 
average attendance, 164. f Mr. Rowe fully sustained his previous 


reputation. 
District No. 9. 


Summer term; teacher, Miss Alice J. Godfrey. Wages per 
month, $24; length of school, 12 weeks; number of pupils, 33 ; 
average attendance, 26. This was Miss Godfrey’s first school, but 
she showed a capacity to teach, which was very encouraging. 

Winter term; teacher, Miss Julia S. Smith. Wages per month, 
$27; length of schoool, 11 weeks; number of pupils, 33; average 
attendance, 29. The order and promptness shown at the examina- 
tion, are seldom equaled in our schools. 


District No. 10. 


Summer term; teacher, Miss Clara A. Rowe. Wages per 
month, $16; length of school, 11 weeks; number of pupils, 14 
average attendance, 11. 

Winter term; same teacher Wages per month, $18; leagth 
of school, 12 weeks; number of pupils, 17; average attendance, 
13. The results in this school show that the money was wisely 


expended. 
Districr No. 11. 


Summer térm; teacher, Miss Aura J. Ladd. Wages per month, 
$20; length of school, 8 weeks; number of pupils, 20; average 
attendance, 17. 

Winter term; same teacher. Wages per month, $26; number 
of pupils, 22; average attendance, 19. This school is decidedly 
mproved. 

District No. 12. 


Teacher, Miss Lillie P. Dolber. Wages per month, $17.40; 
length of school, 13 weeks; number of pupils, 10; average at-— 
tendance, 84. The judicious use of a little more “birch” would — 
have made this an excellent school. 
| District No. 13. 


Teacher, Miss Emma E. Neal. Wages per month, $20; length 


17 


of school, 14 weeks; number of pupils, 18; average attendance, 
13. This school has been under the care of Miss Neal for sev- 
eral years, and is in a prosperous condition. 


District No. 14. 


Summer term; teacher, Miss Alice D. Bean. Wages per month, 
$16; length of school, 6 weeks; number of pupils, 6; average 
attendance, 5. 

Winter term; same teacher. Wages per month, $16; length 
of school, 6 weeks; number of pupils, 7; average attendance, 6. 
A school of six pupils is not a fair test of the qualifications of a 
teacher, but the results give reason to hope for future success.
